REMARKS 



Claims 1 - 26 are pending in the application. Claims 1, 3 - 7, 9 - 14, 16 - 20, and 22 - 
26 have been rejected. Claims 2, 8, 15, and 21 have been objected to. Claims 1, 7, 13, 19, 23 
and 25 have been amended. Claims 2, 8, 15, 20 and 21 have been cancelled. 

Appreciation is expressed for the indication of allow^ability of claims 2, 8, 15 and 21 . 
Claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of claim 2 and is thus allowable. Claim 1 
has been amended to include the limitations of claim 2 and is thus allov^able. Claim 7 has been 
amended to include the limitations of claim 8 and is thus allowable. Claim 13 has been amended 
to include the limitations of claim 15 and is thus allowable. Claim 19 has been amended to 
include the limitations of claim 21 and is thus allowable. 

Additionally, claim 23 has been amended to include limitations similar to those indicated 
allowable in claim 2 and is thus believed to be allowable. Claim 24 depends from claim 23 and 
is allowable for at least this reason. Claim 25 has been amended to include limitations similar to 
thos indicated allowable in claim 2 and is thus believed to be allowable. Claim 26 depends from 
claim 25 and is allowable for at least this reason.
